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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such fiill, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 



Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the specification, while 
being enabling for the interaction records as discussed below, it does not reasonably provide enablement 
for other types of interaction records. The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to use the invention commensurate in scope 
with these claims. 

Fig. 4 illustrates the types of customer interaction records supported by the specification. As shown in 
Fig. 4, interaction records are classified at four levels. At each interaction record is viewed as having a 
specific type: Referral: Ad visorsource 420, Referral: Internal 422, Recommendation 424, or Education 428. 
Moreover, each Referral :Advisorsource interaction 420 is shown to be classified as either Investment 
Manger 430, Financial 15 Planner 432, CPA 434 or US Trust 436. Also, Each Referral: Internal 
interaction 420 is shown to be classified as either Fixed Income 440, Options 442 or Other 444. 
Moreover, each recommendation interaction 424, is shown to be either a Recommendation Only 
interaction 450 or a Recommendation 20 With Trade Placed 455. Moreover, a Tool interaction is shown 
to classified as Portfolio Checkup Personal Financial Planner 462, Personal Profiler 465, Tax Tool 467 or 
Stock Basket Finally, an Education interaction 428 can be classified as Asset Allocation 470, Goal 25 
Planning 472, Individual Guidance 474 or Core and Explore 476. 
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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-1 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
In the claim a "type" in vague and indefinite. 
In the claims a "suitability record" is vague and indefinite. 
In the claims an "assessment record" is not claimed with particularity. 
In the claims "interaction records" are not claimed with particularity.
